The origin or the King Cock ,'Jele- , 
oration, which is sla,?. <i every year 
by the Sophomore Class of the Medi- 
cal Faculty, Js surrounded in mys- 
tery and forgotten with the things of 
the past. Dut it is certain that for 
more titan fifty years, wlthoui a' 
break, ibis has been the great annual 
event for the Second Year Medico. 

How the custom originated, as we 
bave said, is not clear, aud the stu- 
dents of those earlier days who first 
began ii are now scattered far and 
v. :de over the world. No dcubt injury 
of i hem, as they go about practising 
their profession and alleviating and' 
cheering suffering humanity, and up- 
holding the fame of Old McGill often ; 
recall with pleasure, in their lonely! 
vigils, the amusing event of their co!-i 
lege life. 

The celebration derived its namc-i 
from the first ruler of 'the -Médico»; 
and founder of the dynasty, James 
Cook. Esq., and he was styled by them 
King Cook fi This genial old man, 
besides preserving order among his 
unruly subjects, was janitor of the 
Old Medical Building for many years. 

As lime rolled on he was succeeded 
by another man. who assumed the 
arduous duties of King of the Medi- 
cos and bord High Chancellor of the 
Dissecting Room. He also bore the 
name of .lames Cook, L'sq., so the stu- 
dents of h is day annually crowned 
him King Cook 11. ruler of every dis- 
reputable country under the suit. He 
held sway over bis unruly subjects 
until Kill. 

The portraits of these two worthy 
rulers now bang in the students' 
reading room of the New Medical 
Building, and from their frames these 
genial old fellows beam dow n on the 
succeeding generation of their sub- 
jects, i 

When death unkindly removed King 
Cook II from his doties in 1911, he 
was succeeded by Wm.' Tobin, who 
was duly crowned King Cook III, wita 
all due ceremony and celebration, by 
bis disreputable and disloyal subjects 
of Med. '17. 

Tobin, m he is familiarly known by 
every Medical student, was born in 
England, but came to Canada as a 
young man. Before he came to Mc- 
Gill University In 1902 be was en- 
gaged in the drug business, and this 
experience enabled him to take the 
position of assistant in tbe Pharma- 
cology Laboratory, which he has held 
ever since.

in 1898. On the 1st. of April, 1912,1 
"the . Quebec Boundaries Extension ;

By that Act, the 
territory hitherto known as Ungava 
was added io the territory carved out 
of the^ Province of Quebec in 1791, to

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THE REASON FOR IT. 



The figures published in another column of the Daily are, no 
doubt, interesting to some as showing the use made of the Red- 
path Library by the students in the course of their daily study, 
but there are a few reflective ones whom a glance at those fig- 
ures, will start upon a train of thought, which is almost sure to 
end in despondency. 

The question which will arise in the mind:> of these men and 
women is this: "Are we making a proper use of the library 
which is placed at our disposal by the University authorities?" 
—and mark the "proper." To a good many undergraduates in 
the faculties of Arts and Science the library seems to present 
itself chiefly in the light of a social centre where they may meet 
their friends, and have a chat, to Wiiile away the hours between 
lectures. There are plenty of others whose thoughts or steps 
never turn to the library until examination time is close at hand 
and, not unnaturally, such men look upon the place as possessing 
anything but pleasant associations for thein. 
?7? : To the majority, then of the student body, the library does 
not appear as a place intended primarily for study, and, indeed, 
the figures of the daily attendance aie sufficient to prove thi3. 
Frequently in years past the question has been put: "Why is 
this so?" 

The answer, we believe, may be mad; in two words — "No 
residences." As long as the. students of McGill are compelled 
to live scattered over a wide area, and with nothing but a num- 
ber of club3 and other forms of activity to bind them together, 
just so long will the library contain every day but a tiny fraction 
of their number. It is impossible that the thing should be 
otherwise. How can we expect a man who is boarding in West- 
mount to set out in the evening on a wearisome car-ride to' in- 
dulge in a night's work in the library when he may, by staying 
where he is, enjoy his leisure and save time and expense. 

Of course his work may be done far more thoroughly (we 
*peak advisedly) and more permanently in the library, where he 
has access to all kinds of reference oooks which may be of the 
greatest help to him ; but it is not in human nature that this fact 
should outweigh a man's consideration for his comfort, unless 
some special influence, ouch as examinations, be at work. 

When the residences, so long heralded, at last rise into being, 
then we may expect to see the library really crowded with eager 
seékers after knowledge — and not before. 



STRATHCONA PRIZES 
I'eapeUtiee te Decide Award oi 
Strathceaa Prim ia Department 
of Physical Education 

Th e annual competition to decide 
the award of prizes for gymnastic 
ability under th* Strathcona Trust 1b 
to take place on April 2nd and 4th. 
When the competition was first In- 
augurated only two awards were 
made, but for the past five years, ever 
since the new system of grading the 
classes for gymnastic work, it has 
been possible to make awards in all 
four years. Two prizea are open for 
competition to students of the First 
Year; one for students who hare taken 
part in educational gymnastics at 
school, and the other for Btudenta who 
have had no previous physical train- 
ing. 

All competitions will be held under 
the following regulations:— " 

1. Competitors wilt be awarded 50% 
of the marks on the work or the ses- 
sion. 

2. No prize shall be awarded unless 
tbe judges consider the work up to a 
standard of 76%. 

3. The prizes shall not be awarded 
in the second, third and fourth years 
should the winner fail to win her full 
academic standing. The prizes in the 
First Tear shall not be awarded if the 
winners fail in more than one sub. 
ject at the aessional examinations. 

4. Competitors will be judged on 
the work taught in the Physical Ex- 
amination Department during the ses- 
sion, the Physical Director arranging 
all details concerning the competition. 

5. Judges for these competitions 
shall be appointed yearly by the Cor- 
poration on the recommendation of 
the Department.

Being a true Britisher, Tobin always 
liDok a keen interest in military affairs, 
and was enlisted in tbe M. C. under 
Colonel Birkett. In this service he 
rose to be sergeant compounder. At 
the outbreak of the war in 1914 Tobin 
enlisted for active service overseas 
with the McGill Hospital, tout was 
turned down, and had to remain iu 
; home service. Every summer sees 
him at tbe training camp as soon as 
the college closes for the session.

When he arrived 
there he read his address to his dis- 
reputable subjects, composed for him 
by those subjects, and containing all 
the nonsense and bad advice their 
futile brains could contrive to put 
down on paper. 

After the speech from the throne 
was delivered, much to the amusement 
of tbe students and crowd, the pro- 
cession wended its way back to the 
McGill grounds, and the coronation 
was over for another year.

At the Royal Society of Arts on Feb. 
8, the centenary of John Ruskin was 
celebrated by a meeting at which 
Viactaont Bryce presided and Prof. 
J. W. Mackail delivered the centenary 
address. Among those present were 
Sir E. T. Cook, Sir Sidney Lee and 
Sk Sidney Colvln, Sir Philip Burne- 
Jonee and Prof, gelwyn Image. Lau- 
rels and snowdrops had been brought 
from Ruskin's garden at Brantwood 
to decorate tl»« yibbform and on the 
walls behind the chair were his mot- 
toes 'Today" and*"There is no wealth 
but life." 

A tribute was read among other 
mesaagea by John Maaefield, which 
ran in part as follows: "All wno knew 
Ruskin and heard him were kindled. 
All young spirits are stimulated by 
him. It Is the fashion, or has been, 
to mock at him and decry him, but 
time has proved him to be right The 
beautiful place Is worth preserving 
and the beautiful thing is worth striv- 
ing for." Mr. Masefield went on to 
say that he did "what Blake says a 
poet has to do, that Is, 'he brought 
forth number, weight, measure in a 
time of scarcity.'" 

There was a tribute also from Miss 
May Morris, William Morris' daugh- 
ter, who wrote: "As the years pass, I 
think we draw closer in thought to 
Ruskin and those like hixi who lived 
and worked for the common weal;

(Continued trom Page 1) 
cl Canada. 

By the British North America Act,| 
1SUT. as stated here a fortnight ago 
by my learned colleague. Prof. Mc- 
Goun, the Parliament of Canada re- 
ceived authority to make laws for the 
peace, order, and good government ot 
Canada in relation to all matters not 
coming within the classes of sub- 
jects by the Act assigned exclusively 
to the Legislatures of the Provinces, 
as enumerated in section 92 of the 
Brty^h Nort'j ,Anjctlo;t Act, which 
reads as follows; — 

"In each Province the Losisla'uru 
may cxcluii/ ;ly make Laws lu rela- 
tion to matters coming within the 
classes of subjects next hereinafter 
enumerated; that is to say— 

1. The Amendment from time to 
time, notwithstanding anything in tbis 
Act, of the Constitution of the Pro- 
vince, except as regards the Office ot 
Lieutenant-Governor. 

2. Direct Taxation within the Pro- 
vince in order to the raising of a rev. 
inue for provincial purposes. 

3. The borrowing of money on the 
sole credit of the province. 

4. The establishment and tenure of 
provincial offices, and the appoint- 
ment and payment of provincial offi 
ccrs. 

G. The management and sale of the 
public lands belonging to the pro- 
vince, and of the timber and wood 
thereon. 

6. The establishment, maintenance 
and management of public and re- 
formatory prisons, in and for the pro- 
vince. 

7. The establishment, maintenance 
and management of hospitals, asy- 
lums, charities and eleemosynary in- 
stitutions fn and for the province, 
other than marine hospitals. 

8. Municipal institutions in the pro- 
vince. 

!). Shop, saloon, tavern, auctioneer 
and other licenses in order to the 
raising of a revenue for provincial, 
local or municipal purposes. 



ors ot the province before Confedera- 
tion. During his absence, illness or 
other inability, the Governor-General 
in Council may, from time to time, 
appoint an administrator to execute 
the office and function of Lieutenant. 
! Governor. The Chief Justice of the 
Court of Appeals, styled Chief Jus- 
tice of the Province, in the adminia 
trator thereof in such cases. 

The Lieutenant-Governor repre 
sents the King, and acts in his name. 
"To say then that the Lieutenant- 
Governors, because appointed by the 
Governor-General, do not in any souse 
represent the Queen in the govern 
ment of their provinces is, in my opin- 
ion, a, fallacy; they represent the 
Queen as Lieutenant-Governors did 
before Confederation, in the perform 
ance of all executive or administra 
the Acts now left to be performed 
by Lieutenant-Governors in the pro- 
vinces In the name of the Queen; 
and this is notably made apparent In 
section 82, which enacts that "the 
Lieutenant-Governors of Ontario and 
Quebec shall from time to tune, in the 
Queen's name, by instrument under 
the Great Seal of the province, sum 
mon and call together the Legislative 
Assembly of the province," said Sir 
William Johnstone Ritchie, Chief Jus 
tlce ot Canada, In the case ot Mercer 
vs. Attorney-General of Ontario. 

The Legislature of Quebec consists 
of the Lieutenant-Governor and two 
.Houses, styled the Legislative Coun 
cil of Quebec and the Legislative As- 
sembly of Quebec. 

The Legislative Council of Quebec 
consists of twenty-four members, 
called "Legislative Councillors." 



They are appointed by the Lieuten 
ant-Governor in the name of the Kin*, 
by instrument under the Great Seal 
and each of them represents one of 
the 24 divisions of the province for 
the Legislative Council. Each of 
them must be domiciled, or possess 
real estate to the extent of $4,000, 
in the district wherein the division he 
represents is situated, and that not- 
withstanding any of the provisions of 
the British North America Act. 

The Lieutenant-Governor in Coun- 
cil (that Is the Cabinet composed of

time to time, by instrument under the 
Great Seal, appoint a member of the 
Legislative Council lo be speaker 
(hereof, and may remove him and ap- 
point another in U's stead. 

The Speaker may be a member of 
the Executive Council of the pro- 
vince. If he receives a salary as a 
member ot the Executive Council, no 
salary shall be allowed to blm as 
Speaker of the Legislative Council. 

The Lieutenant-Governor in Coun- 
cil also appoints a clerk and an as- 
sistant clerk of the Legislative Coun- 
cil, and a gentleman-usher of the 
black rod. These officers can only 
be dismissed, upon an address from 
the Legislative Council. 

The Legislative Assembly— or Low- 
er House— consists of seventy-four 
members, who are not eligible unless 
they arc at least 21 years of age, of j 
the male sex, subjects of His .Ma- 
jesty by birth or naturalization, free 
from ail legal disabilities, and in the 
enjoyment ot their civil and political 
rights. livery Legislative Assembly 
shall continue for five years from (he 
day of the return of the writs for the

Let us see briefly how, eo far, our 
province has dealt with the 
most Important subjects assigned 
thereto by the Briti'sh North America 

Act. 

lo. The Constitution of the pro- 
vince . 

Tho only subject on which the pro- 
vince is forbidden to legislate, in con- 
nection with the constitution of the 
province. Is, as we have already seen, 
the office of Lieutenant - Governor. 
This subject is governed by the Brit- 
ish North America Act, sections 58 to 
68. 

The Lieutenant-Governor is ap- 
pointed by the Governor-General In 
Council, under the great Seal of Can 
ada. He holds office during the 
pleasure of the Governor-General in 
Council, but shall not be removable 
wlthi'n five years from his appoint- 
ment, except for cause assigned, 
which shall be communicated to him 
in writing within one month after the 
order for his removal is made, and 
shall be communicated by message to 
the Senate and to the House of Com- 
mons within one week thereafter if 
the Parliament is then sitting, and if 
not, then within one week after the 
commencement of the next session of 
the Parliament. His salary is fixed 
and provided by the Parliament of 
Canada. He must, before assuming 
the duties of bis office, make and 
subscribe before the Governor-Gen- 
eral, or some person authorized by 
h:m. oaths of allegiance and office 
similar to those taken by the Gover- 
nor-General. He has all the powers 
heretofore vested in or exercisable by 
the Governors or Lieutenant-Govern- 



Lieuteuant-Governor has always the 
right of dissolving it sooner If he 
thinks fit. Such privilege was taken 
advantage of on two noteworthy oc- 
casions in the history of this pro- 
vince—in 1878. when Lieutenant- 
Governor Letelller do St. Just dis- 
solved the House, whose pirime min- 
ister was then Hon. (afterward Sir) 
C. B. de Bouchervllle, and called upon 
Hon. Henri (afterwards Sir Henry) 
Joly de Lotblnierc to form a cabi- 
net, and in 1892, when the Honorable 
Auguste Real Angers (now Sir Au- 
guste Real Angers), dissolved the 
House and called upon, to replace the 
Mercier administration, the same Hon. 
Chas. B. de Bouchervllle. Early dis 
solutions of minor importance have 
taken place since 1897, notably in 
1900, when a number of members of 
the Opposition refused to seek re- 
election, claiming that by dissolving 
the House before its natural term, 
the Lieutenant-Governor was seeking 
to take advantage of the political sit- 
uation In Ottawa, and that the Op- 
posilon was not given fair play. 

The Legislative Assembly elects, af- 
ter every general election, a Speaker 
or President. His election was in the 
days when there was an Opposition in 
the Legislative Assembly— a census 
of the respective strength of the 
parties. It* also appoints a deputy 
speaker, who, like the speaker, has a 
casting vote. Fifteen members, in- 
cluding the speaker, constitute a 
quorum. 

Both Houses enjoy certain immun- 
ities and privileges. Each, for in- 
stance, may compel before it the at- 
tendance of witnesses or the produc- 
tion of documents. No member of 
either House shall be liable to any 
action, arrest. Imprisonment or dam- 
ages by reason of anything said or 
done by him before the House. No 
one may arrest, detain or molest him 
for a debt of a civil nature during 
any session or during the twenty days 
preceding or following each session. 
A person who, during the same per- 

i 



iod. assaults or publishes t libels 
against tny such member, is punish- 
able by the House itself. 

Passing rapidly over the incom- 
patibility of certain offices with the 
title of member of cither House, leg- 
islative indemnity, and the Provincial 
Election Act, we will now deal with 
the executive power of the legisla- 
ture. 

Executive Tower. 

Under the British North America 
Act, the Lieutenant-Governor of Que- 
bec was authorized to appoint under 
the Great Seal of the province the 
following officers, to hold office dur-» 
lag pleasure, that Is to say: 

1. The Attorney-General. 

2. The Secretary and Registrar of 
the Province. 

3. The Treasurer of the Pro- 
vince. 

1. The Commissioner of Crown 
Lands. 

5. Tl)c Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture and Public Works, and 

6. The Solicitor-General. 

The last named office, which was 
peculiar to Quebec, has becu abolish- 
ed, but the officials composing the 
Executive Council arc now (he fol- 
lowing: 

1. A minister charged with (he ad- 
ministration of justice and called the 
Attorney-General ; 

2. A minister having the control 
and management of the provincial 
secretariat, and berng at the same 
time Provincial Registrar, called the 
Provincial Secretary. „ 

3. A minister to preside over the 
Treasury Department, called the Pro- 
vincial Treasurer. 

4. A minister of Lan J s and For- 
ests. 

5. A minister of Colonization. Lands 
and Fisheries. 

0. A minister of Agriculture. 

7. A minister of Public Works and 
Labour. 

8. A minister of Roads. 

9. A minister of Municipal Affairs. 

Each of these ministers has a de- 
pa it mem. The Premier, who may 
be at the same time the head of an- 
other department, presides over the 
department of the Executive Council, 
These ministers form the Cabinet, 
Called in the Statutes: "The Lieu- 
tenant-Governor in Souncil." 

Let us examine briefly the attribu- 
tions of each of these ministers. 

1. First Minuter. 

He presides over the department of 
the Executive Council, the officers 
whereof are a clerk, and as many 
employees as may be necessary for 
the proper working of the depart- 
ment. Under the control of the First 
Min/ater ere the agents-general for 
the Province in the United Kingdom 



of Great Britain and Ireland, and in 
the Kingdom of Belgium. Since the 
death or Hon. Hector Fabre ip 1910. 
(he province has ceased to be official- 
ly represented in France. 

II. Attorney-General. 

The law officer of the Crown Is the 
Attorney-General. He is the official 
legal adviser of the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, and the legal member of the 
Executive Council of the Province. 

His duties arc: 

1. To see that the administration 
of public affairs is :n accordance 
with the law. 

2. To exercise a general superin- 
tendauce of all matters connected 
with the administration of justice In 
the province. 

His functions and powers are those 
which belong to the offices of Attor- 
ney-General and Solicitor-General of 
Eugland, respectively, by law or 
usage, iu so far as the same are ap- 
plicable to this province, and also the 
functions and powers which, up to 
the Union, belonged to such offices in 
the lute Province of Canada, and 
which, under the provisions of the 
Drltish North America Act of 1867. 
are within the powers oi' the Govern- 
ment of the Province.

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MR. GEO, E. DRUMMOND 
INTERRED YESTERDAY 

Late McGill Governor Was Prom- 
inent Citizen 



The funeral of the late Mr. Drum- 
Jiond took place yesterday afternoon 
from St. George's Church. Georg* 
Edward Drummond was a prominent 
citizen ot Montreal, connected, with 
several important firms and interested 
in many public institutions. He was 
preaident of Drummond, McCall Co. at 
the time of hla death. 

Born in County Leitrim, Ireland, he 
came to Canada at an early age. and 
was educated in Montreal. Here ne 
made his home, and during bis whole 
life he took his place as an enerjgetic 
supporter of Montreal's public bodies 
and institutions. He waa president 
both of the Montreal Board of Trade 
and the Canadian Manufacturers' 
Association from 1904-5. He waa a 
governor of the Montreal General H»s- 
pital and the Western Hospital, and 
a director of the Association for the 
Blind. He was also closely connected 
with the St. John Ambulance Associa- 
tion, being a Knight of Grace of tha 
Order of the Hospital of St. John of 
Jerusalem. 

In 1910 he was elected a governor 
of McGill University. In February he 
went to England on business, and 
while in London he was taken ill and 
died, after a short illness, at Claridge's 
Hotel. 

Many prominent citizens were at the 
funeral, and by their presence mani- 
fested the large place he held in pub- 
lic life. He left two sons to moor* 

his loss.

Assembled in solemn oonciave the 
magicians of England, professional 
and amateur, debated that most vexed 
or all questions — the Indian rope 
trick — and, as was only" to be ex- 
pected, failed to come to any agree- 
ment on the subject. Some there were 
who believed that such s trick had 
never been performed, others declared 
that hypnotism was at the root of it, 
others urged the impossibility of hyp- 
notizing a whole audience.

quently discounted by the tact that at

sympathetic and emotional appeal, 
"New critics," eaidvLord Bryce, "and 
new prophets will arrive, but how- 
ever many may come hereafter, tbe 
place of a mind so rich, so various, 
always responding to high inspiration, 
will never be lost, and will always 
stand with honour in the roll of Eng. 
lish literature." 

Professor Mackail followed with a 
Slowing tribute to Ruskin and a deep- 
•v interesting analysis or his work. 
He spoke of Ms grea! sincerity, of his 
independence and remarkable versa- 
•ititjv, "His searchl^lu darted from 
point to point, throwin? whatever it 
touched into startling illumlnaUon, 
and leaving it thenceforth something 
different from whet it was before," 
O* socialism in irs bureaucratic or a.i- 
arthic form, Ruskin ,;bOtrco himself a 
re-jolrte oppone it. With regard to the 
individual,-his advice was "That your 
neighbor should or should not remain 
content with h's position is not your 
business, but It Is very much your 
business to remain content with your 
own." And as regards the community, 
"My principles of political economy 
are summed up in a single sentence. 
Government and co-operation are in 
all things the law of life; anarchy and 
competition, the laws of death." 

Professor Mackail spoke further of 
the great work which Ruskin had done 
in the cause of education, and quoted 
his words, "Raise the man as high as 
you can." He concluded by quoting 
an authentic record of a conversation 
between tbe Duke of Argyll and Rus- 
kin. "Then you seem to Want," the 
Duke said at the end of the conver- 
sation, "a very different world from 
that we experieucer That, declared 
Professor Mackail, was Buskin's whole 
case, and it was faith in its possibility 
that made It possible.
